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EDITORIAL 

WHITHER THE FLU 



A new form of influenza is loose in the world and, as a topic of conversation. 
It has already attained epidemic proportions . This Asian Flu is by degrees taking 
a firm hold on this fair land. Influenza, "flu", or grippe, is with us every winter 
to some degree, and mild epidemics of recent years have excited no general alarm 
and indeed very little public interest. What is so different about the coming epidemic? 
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There are excellent reasons for current interest and concern. Asian, 
Oriental, or Far Eastern influenza originates from a mutant virus which never 
before caused human illness, so far as is known. It appeared in Asia, unnoticed, 
created out of inscrutable, subtle, ominous character changes in microscopic 
virus particles. Populations had no past experience with or reservoirs of 
immunity to the new virus. Hence, the rate of contamination, when conditions 
favour an epidemic, has been exceptionally high--rather as if the common cold 
appeared suddenly, in a world in which nobody even had a head cold. In Hong 
Kong, Singapore, Japan, India, and other afflicted areas the stark record has 
been that from 1/10 to 1/5 of the population is down with the flu, at the peak of the 
epidemic. There is a wild fire aspect to the Asian Flu which could sweep across 
this country in 4 weeks prostrating one out of every 10 persons. 

There are no drugs or treatments that hit virus diseases in the way that 
antibiotics control bacteria. Every self-respecting pharmaceutical firm of any 
size is, and has been seeking a virus drug, and someday we may actually have chem- 
icals that cure a cold, or measles, or influenza. Until that day comes we have to 
be content with preventatives. In the case of Asian Flu these preventatives cannot 
be in the form of vaccines as it is in such short supply. Our only hope is to go 
back to nature, build up our resistance and wait.

WHAT EXPERIENCE ? 

Sir: 

I meant to write to you ever since the end of my first summer 
vacation from Macdonald College. The topic is "Farm Experience". 

Those of us who come to study Agriculture at Macdonald come with 
the hope of gaining an education. Since we Aggies are studying Agriculture, it is 
right and proper that we should know a little, at least, about farming. That is why 
we are required to spend a certain minimum time working on a farm. 

The object of our time spent on the farm, I am led to believe, is to see 
how the farmer lives, to learn from him many of the basic principles of farming, 
and where possible, to apply a little of what we have been taught. 

After my farm experience I returned to college very disillusioned. 
What was worse, the majority of the students who "did their time" on the farm felt 
similarly. Since that time the story has not changed. 

I shall elaborate on my few month's work as it was what any student 
might expect. I lived on a farm where the living conditions were primitive I worked 
a six day week, from 6:30 a.m. until 7:00 p.m. with an hour free for lunch and supper. 
These working days of course were longer during haying time and harvest. I had no 
days off although most workers did have every second Sunday off. Sundays I was 
obliged to do the chores and that was all. The salary was $45. 00 a month with room 
and board, but I have heard of someone whose pay was as low as $35.00! 
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My complaint is not with the salary, or with the hours, or with the living 
conditions. We probably are not worth more than $45.00 a month when we starts 
We are soft. What I do complain about is the fact that and many more like me, 
did not learn one thing on the farm which any city dweller interested in Agriculture 
did not already know! All I did was manual labour, 

A suggestion to change a method, or the questioning of a routine was answered 
by, '^Grandfather did it this way and he did alright''. Try to explain a device as 
simple as a siphon and you might think you were guilty of the seven deadly sins 
put together. For example, I suggested spraying for tent caterpillars when their 
first webs appeared. My employer did not, and consequently lost every leaf on 
his orchard trees. 

The point I wish to bring out is this. Either the persons m charge of our 
Farm Experience sho\ild place us on good farms where the farmer will be ready 
to teach us something, or the whole idea should be scrapped. Students requiring 
farm experience should not be a source of cheap farm labour.

Dr. D.L. MacFarlane , Chairman of 
Economics Department. think the 
success of the satellite will create a 



more equal struggle between U.S. and 
Russia and for this reason may encour- 
age these powers to get together on some 
of the outstanding issues. A dangerous 
share of both countries income has been 

spent on the arms race The mentality has been, "We're ahead now". Perhaps 

now the U.S. will not pass up another opportunity to take up some of the disarmament 
proposals . 

If the satellite is used in a scientific context rather than in a military one, 
a great development has been made, and a real challenge for space travel lies ahead." 

Dr. R.H. Common , Chairman of Chemistry Department. "It rather looks as if it's 
now up to U.S.A . to hit the moon first. The Russians have beaten them in getting an 
object up to that great height and velocity. It is obviously connected with the develop- 
ment of the intercontinental ballistic missile. I don't think it's a matter for panic » 
U.S. will get theirs up pretty soon. 

Whether it is possible to see the satellite or not, I'm prepared to say that 
many thousands of reports of naked eye observations will be received! " 

Dr. W. Rowles, Chairman of Physics Department. "It appears as though the Russians 
are quite anxious to impress the world, for they did listen to the proposed plans of the 
U.S. Satellite Committee and said very little about their own plans. Their achieve- 
ment may impress a few not too well-informed people who may think that this proves 
that the Soviets are further advanced than the Western World. But I don't think it 
will have any profound affect on the world situation except that attention is drawn to 
the fact that the Russians have many excellent scientists working in modern physics 
and engineering. " 

Eric Armstrong . B.Sc. (Agr.) III. "The Russians are to be congratulated on their 
achievement! 

The immediate effect on this side of the Atlantic should be a sobering one. 
For at least two years we have been bombarded with technical details in popular mag- 
azines about what was to have been the epoch making launching of the first man-made 
satellite by the most advanced technological nation in the world, U.S.A. But ^^^^^^V 
and unobstruBively. Russia, as she did with her atomic bombs, etc.. has forged ahead 
without the -blah" for which the Americans are so rightly famous ^ ^ ,^ 

However, the latest outburst of Mr. Kruschev suggests that he too has sue 
cumbed to the same overc onfidence formerly characteristic of the Americans.

In 
either case, one has only to walk another fifteen paces to the counter before he is 
brought to realize that he was misled. He is asked to pay fifteen cents in return 
for a standard size glass of orange juice! ! Such exorbitant prices are, indeed, 
reminiscent of price trends at the Waldorf-Astoria and the Ritz Carlton. However, 
the Waldorf provides bell-hop service to your room "on the side" while here one has 
not only to wait on himself, but is also obliged to cart his empty glass back to the 
counter. Before proceeding further, it might serve as a point of information to 
those concerned that the writer has spent considerable time and effort doing re- 
search on the history of this College and there is no mention anywhere that the 
founders wanted to establish a haven for tourists. Although, admittedly, there are 
a few "tourists" on this campus, the overwhelming majority are students who cannot , 
in any light, be regarded as wealthy. 

Macdonald College students are, en masse, a helpless prey to a large 
private food and catering organization which runs the Coffee Shop. Like all other 
private enterprises, this company has its sights set on maximum profit. Need.esa 
to say that they are achieving more than that as will be shown in a '^'^'J^H^^^^^. 
The company is free from competition on this campus. The only possible competitor 
would be the dining room, but instead of offering some opposition, ^his College 
operated establishment gives an "assist" to the out-siders not only ^^^-^

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Although it is certain that the wholesale tag would be considerably lower o There are 
approximately ten glasses in each can. The present concern offers students a glass 
of jus d'orange for fifteen cents - a gross revenue of $lo50 per can, and a gross 
profit of approximately 200 per cent. This on one can of juice. Milk provides 
another fine example of this ruthless exploitation. A quart of milk retails at 24 
cents, and contains eight glasses. The Coffee Shop offers the student milk at 
10 cents per glass - a gross intake of 80 cents and gross profit of well over 200 
per cent per quart . It can be argued that other costs are involved besides purchase 
costs but these are chiefly labor and operating costs which can by no means warrant 
such exorbitant profits . 

"Mac" is in great demand for a cafeteria since it accommodates hundreds of 
commuters and provides inadequate meals for full time students. Under the present 
high price condition, the average student is restricted to a standard diet of toast 
and coffee, and is forced half-way through the year to barter empty bottles. In our 
society, government is synonymous with organia^ation and managemento If the students 
at "Mac" are capable of student government (of which everyoi;.e is proud), they should 
be able to shoulder the responsibility of operating their own cafeteria in the collective 
and individual interest of all students.
